Teen reading finale ends with sundaes

AGAWAM - After more than a 
month of reading books, making 
tie dye shirts, and becoming more 
involved with their local library, 
teenagers from grades seven to 
12 wrapped up the “Teen Summer 
Reading Program 2014” (TSRP) 
on Monday, Aug. 4 at the Agawam 
Public Library with a grand, li- 
brary-wide scavenger hunt. 

With a make-your-own-sundae 
bar waiting for them at the con- 
test’s end, the teens went searching 
throughout the Dewey Decimal 
System for clues found in books 
scattered across the building. 

It was the finale of a month of 
weekly activities including teen 
yoga, snack nights, and even a 
“Not-So-Celebrity Agawam Game 
Night” that featured a game show- 
like night of challenges and prizes, 
all encompassing the library in 
some way, all ending with teens 
frantically seeking out titles across 
the building. 

“Tt’s essentially a big scavenger 
hunt through the library,’ TSRP 
counselor Nate Riley. “Each group 
starts at a book in each section and 
from there, they’ll find a clue lead- 
ing to the next book that they can 
find. The first to find their last clue 
and return wins.”

Water main project 
nearing completion

AGAWAM - A major inconve- 
nience for some motorists between 
Agawam and Westfield could end 
sooner than expected. 

Department of Public Works 
Deputy Superintendent John 
Decker said this week the water 
main project on North Westfield 
Street between the North Street 
intersection and the Agawam- 
Westfield line is nearly completed, 
with crews working on individual 
service hookups to area homes. 

Decker says the contractor, 
Baltazar Construction of Ludlow, 
deserves a lot of credit for work- 
ing with town officials, Tighe & 
Bond, the engineers on the proj- 
ect, and residents to keep the proj- 
ect moving forward. The weather 
has also been cooperative, with 
very little rain throughout the last 
few months. Thunderstorms that 
have occurred during the sum- 
mer months have often been after 
working hours, Decker said. 

Since the project began in April, 
the three-mile stretch of road was 
mostly closed off to thru-traffic.

Closing the road helped make the 
project move faster. 

“Tt can be very difficult even 
when you have just one lane of 
traffic coming through to keep 
the project moving at a fast pace,” 
said Decker. “This was a very ex- 
tensive project.” 

The project was conceived more 
than five years ago. The new pipe 
will ensure proper water flow and 
pressure for residents in the area. 

“The crews will be installing a 
24-inch pipe to replace pipe that 
is aging and needs to be updated,” 
said Decker, who oversees the wa- 
ter and sewer divisions in town. “A 
lot of the pipes there are smaller 
and older.” 

There have not been any major 
water pressure issues, but Decker 
says the installation of the new 
pipe will ensure good drinking 
water service continues for resi- 
dents in Feeding Hills. 

The total cost of the project is 
about $6 million and the cost was 
bonded by the town. 

The project was originally 
scheduled to be completed by No- 
vember, but Decker says the hook- 
ups to homes should be completed 
by the end of August barring any 
setbacks. 

“The crew is currently working 
on the last several hookups to the

Next step in Sullivan memorial 
‘facelift’ approved

AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council this week approved spend- 
ing Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) funds on three projects, two 
that will benefit memorial grounds 
in the community. 

The council approved $3,800 
for the equipment and installation 
of an irrigation system at the Anne 
Sullivan Memorial Sculpture in 
Feeding Hills. The memorial is lo- 
cated next to Granger School and 
features the “Water” sculpture of 


Anne Sullivan and Helen Keller. 

The sculpture and green was es- 
tablished in 1992. Marilyn Curry, 
the former chair of the Anne Sulli- 
van Memorial Committee, told the 
city council the efforts of many 
town organizations as well as the 
Agawam Beautification Commit- 
tee are helping to give the memo- 
rial a facelift. 

“The site has become over- 
grown,” said Curry. “As of now, 
the shrubs and lights have been 
removed. New energy-efficient 
lights have been purchased with 
some of the remaining funds kept 
in escrow.” 


There will be new plantings in- 
stalled eventually, and new park 
benches will also be replaced, 
much like the new ones installed at 
Veterans Green in front of Phelps 
Elementary School. 

The Department of Public 
Works, the Agawam Beautifica- 
tion Committee, the Historical 
Commission and local boy scouts 
have all been contributing to the 
restoration of the memorial. 

Curry also told the council the 
escrow funds will soon be used to 
install a new plaque in front of the 
sculpture.

Officials: Spencer Street fire intentional

AGAWAM - After investigators 
were able to enter and examine the 
site of a house fire at 41 Spencer 
St. on July 30, the Agawam Fire 
Department and Massachusetts 
Department of Fire Services Fire 
Investigators have released a state- 
ment identifying the fire as “sus- 
picious,” determining the fire was 
set by “one or more individuals.” 

After receiving a call from a 


newspaper carrier at 5:30 a.m. 
that day describing visible flames 
coming from inside the house, 
Agawam firefighters quickly ex- 
tinguished what Chief Alan Sirois 
considered a “reasonably sized” 
flame. Firefighters remained at the 
house for another hour to clear the 
scene of debris and smoke, allow- 
ing for investigators to make their 
way in, 

“There are a number of clues 
that we utilize to determine 
whether or not a fire was caused 
by arson,” Sirois said. “We look 
for electrical failures, careless dis- 


posal of smoking materials — com- 
mon factors that are involved in 
the ignition of a fire.” 

Due to the pending investiga- 
tion, Sirois stated he “could not 
exactly go into what was found” 
to signify arson but made it clear 
that there were indicators of arson 
that are quite clear. 

No injuries were reported, and 
with the homeowner away at the 
time, concern shifted to the five 
cats that allegedly lived on the 
premises; Sirois stated it’s likely 
all animals were able to escape.

“A Calendar of Fact and Opinion” was a column of the 
Agawam Independent in the first week of August 1964. This 
issue of the paper featured a story told by FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover about an act of kindness that the FBI did for 
a woman. This woman was a mother who was trying to find 
her son who had been missing for two years. She explained 
in a letter that was written to the FBI that her son had been 
in the Armed Forces where he received a head injury and 
underwent brain surgery. Unfortunately, he never recovered 
from the surgery, and the woman was anxious to find him. 
The FBI looked into the Files of Identification and found a 
fingerprint match of an individual who was in a neighboring 
state. The mother was then sent a letter from the FBI, which 
helped her track down her son. Hoover received a personal 
letter from the mother thanking him for helping her find her 
son saying that she was now able to take care of him. This 
story shows how little acts of kindness from law enforce- 
ment can help the lives of the public. The idea of the opinion 
piece was to show the “merciful phases of law enforcement,” 
which is sometimes not shown in the world of law and or- 
der. A similar story in today’s news would be in May of this 
year in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. An off-duty police officer was 
approached by a homeless man named Brian Espeut, who 
reported having his shoes stolen while he was sleeping. The 
officer, Rolando Rivera, promised to help and proceeded to 
buy Espeut new boots and multiple pairs of socks. This story, 
much like the first, shows the small favors that the police and 
law enforcement do for the public to help better someone’s 
day and improve their life.

City Council 
shows compromise 


On Monday night, the Agawam City 
Council showed solidarity when it agreed 
to modify the approach to investigating the 
lack of profits at the Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course. 

Councilors Christopher Johnson, Dennis 
Perry, and Gina Letellier expressed their dis- 
pleasure over a lack of information about the 
finances of the golf course, a business that is 
supposed to be a self-supporting enterprise 
of the town. 

The trio of councilors then sponsored a 
resolution seeking an investigation of the 
golf courses finances through their Home 
Rule Charter to find out why the course was 
not performing and why the town was being 
forced to subsidize its budget out of the gen- 
eral fund for the past few years. 

After careful consideration, the council 
united and decided get rid of the negative 
connotation of an “investigation” and in- 
stead moved forward with the idea of having 
a workshop and getting all the stakeholders 
in the situation involved in a “roundtable” 
discussion that will help clear the air. 

Hopefully, the workshop will prove to be 
the peaceful forum that is needed to help 
councilors identify why the course has had 
difficulty making a profit during the past few 
years. 

During the public comment portion of 
Monday’s meeting, councilors heard from 
golf course officials and Golf Commission 
members about how profits at golf courses 
are down throughout the country. Several 
people, including some councilors, compli- 
mented the golf course, its improvements, 
and current operations. 

While the idea of a council investigation 
may seem uncomfortable, Councilor Perry 
is right about one thing. The city council 
is the legislative body of the town. They do 
have a fiscal responsibility to every taxpayer 
in town and by questioning the operating 
practices of the golf course, they are fulfill- 
ing that obligation. 

Maybe the home rule charter was not the 
right way to go about getting answers about 
the golf course, but the council will be able 
to find that out when they have their work- 
shop with golf course management. 

If successful, the workshop format could 
be a great way for the city council to speak 
to city departments and learn more answers 
to their questions. 

Another great part about these workshops 
is they are open to the public. They are post- 
ed city council meetings and people have the 
ability to come and listen and get answers 
themselves.

Roasted Tomatoes 


Since native tomatoes are plentiful this 
time of year, this recipe should prove 
useful. I always hate to pass up a pint of 
grape tomatoes when they are on sale. But 
there have been times when I used only a 
few from the pint and found the remain- 
ing tomatoes becoming a bit wrinkled in 
the back of my fridge. No one hates wast- 
ing food more than I do, so I roast them 
as directed below. Roasting them brings 
out a lovely sweetness and gives them a 
nice rich flavor. Any type of tomato will 
work with this recipe but I find the ones 
that work best are plum, cherry, and of 


course grape tomatoes. If you choose to use a larger 


tomato, it is best to drain them before roasting to 


eliminate some of the water, which will cause them 


to be too soggy when cooked.

One way to serve roasted tomatoes is 
to add them to plain hummus after allow- 
ing them to chill. Or give them a whirl in 
the food processor and toss them with 
your favorite cooked pasta. Adding them 
to any jar of store-bought pasta sauce 
will give the sauce a fresh ‘homemade’ 
taste. My favorite way to serve them 
is to allow them to cool then add some 
finely chopped onion, bell peppers, fresh 
parsley and basil. Stir in some grated 
Parmesan cheese with Italian dressing 
and a splash of Balsamic vinegar. Toss 
and serve with tortilla chips or on top of 
sliced, toasted French bread. Or for a zestier alterna- 
tive, omit the Parmesan cheese and add Feta cheese 
with some chopped Kalamata olives.

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John Green takes audience on ‘Nature Odyssey’

AGAWAM - From the Bay of Fundy to 
the Florida Everglades to right back here in 
the Connecticut River Valley, Western Mass 
naturalist and photographer John Green led 
locals and some of his own students on a 
“Nature Odyssey” slideshow on Thursday, 
July 31. 

A part of the state-wide “Literary Ele- 
ments” Adult Summer Reading Program 
sponsored by the Agawam Center Library 
Association, the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, and the Boston Bruins among other 
organizations, the Philadelphia-born photog- 
rapher had dual Kodak EKTAGRAPHIC III 
slide projectors fired up and at his command 
Thursday night. 

With them, he walked attendees through 
a collection of special photographs he com- 
piled just for that showing, spanning across 
his 40-year career as well as North America 
as he showed and identified the puffins of 
Nova Scotia and the one-of-a-kind patterns 
that line the Hoo-Doo rock formations of 
Bryce Canyon, Utah. 

A naturalist who’s had his photos featured 
in various magazines and research papers 
over the years, Green walked locals through 
the basics of photography, whether it was the 
importance of composition, his technique of 
only snapping photos in natural sunlight, or 
role color can play in a photo. 

He joked that with some of his students 
from the adult photography class he teaches 
at the Hill Institute in Florence, the informa- 
tion may not be new to everyone. 

“This better be good,” he joked as he start- 
ed up his slideshow. “Some of my students 
are here.” 

Focusing over 50 percent of his slideshow 
on the forests, mountains, and organisms 
found here in Western Massachusetts, Green 
showed viewers the beauty to be found in 
their own backyards or at the very least, up

in Belchertown and its surrounding commu- 
nities where the photographer lives nowa- 
days. 

Among the Western Mass photos were 
photos of Mount Tom, dew found along the 
threads of a spider web, and a rare, close- 
proximity photo of a Pileated Woodpecker 
and its kin he was able to snap while hiking 
in Amherst. 

A lover of nature through-and-through, 
Green ended his hour and a half long slide- 
show with a few quotes from famous natu- 
ralist and philosopher, Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, explaining how he wanted it to resonate 
with the audience. 

“Man is surprised to find that things near 
are not less beautiful and wondrous than 
things remote. The near explains the far. The 
drop is a small ocean. A man is related to all 
nature.”

individual homes,” said Decker. “This new pipework is going 
to benefit about 100 homes.” 

The affected area includes residents along North Westfield 
Street along with several side streets in the vicinity. There 
were some complaints from residents who were inconve- 
nienced, but overall, cooperation was good. 

“There was a lot of understanding among the people who 
were affected,” said Decker. ‘““We did receive a handful of 
calls from people who did not like having to drive a few 
miles out of the way to get to their homes.” 

Residents in the area will benefit from consistent service, 
and Decker says there will be no noticeable change in wa- 
ter pressure or flow. The fire department, in the event of an 
emergency, will benefit from increased water flow at hy- 
drants because a wider pipe was installed. 

“Tf there is a fire, the fire department will get more water 
faster out of hydrants,” said Decker. “The average home will 
not see a huge difference.” 

Road paving to complete the project may have to wait until 
next spring to allow trenches and other areas to settle, Decker 
said. Paving the area too soon after the project completion 
and too close to winter could cause the road or trenches to 
deteriorate. 

The road is open to thru-traffic on a partial basis, but could 
be fully restored on a daily basis by the end of the month.

“Tt has come to my attention several times over the last 
few years that today’s residents do not know the meaning of 
the title of our sculpture,” said Curry. She said a small plaque 
will be installed, explaining what “Water” meant. The sculp- 
ture shows Anne Sullivan teaching Helen Keller what water 
is. Keller makes the letter “w” with three fingers. 

The Finance Sub-Committee fully supported the CPA 
funding, and it was approved unanimously 8-0 by the coun- 
cil. The DPW will be assisting in the project installation to 
provide the water source for the irrigation system. 

The council would follow that by approving a $4,600 pro- 
posal for the irrigation system at the Veterans Green. Council 
Vice President Dennis Perry recommended a timer or other 
control device to ensure water is not being wasted at either 
site. 

The council voted 6-2 in favor of the third CPA funding 
resolution seeking to plant arborvitaes at Agawam Town 
Hall. The cost of planting 70 trees was quoted at $9,550. The 
Finance Sub-Committee recommended the resolution 3-1, 
with Councilor Cecilia Calabrese dissenting. Calabrese told 
the full council that after doing the math, she determined the 
cost was $136 per tree. 

“It seemed like it was too much for trees,” said Calabrese. 

Councilor Donald Rheault said the extra expense for each 
tree was for planting of the tree as well as the fact the life of 
the trees was guaranteed. 

The council passed the arborvitae funding with Calabrese 
and Johnson dissenting. The trees will be planted on the 
southern border of the town hall property. The project was 
also conceived by the Beautification Committee.

Investigation of the determined arson is 
ongoing with the fire department seeking 
any information from individuals who may 
have seen or heard something.

“Investigators are continuing to follow

AGAWAM -— The weather washed away 
hopes of a large turnout for the recent Crank- 
ers Antique Car Club’s charity car show in 
Agawam, but it didn’t keep away diehard auto 
enthusiasts like Pauline and Thomas Sawyer. 
They love antique car shows — even in the 
rain. 

Wherever the Agawam couple travels, they 
look for car shows to visit. One recent Sun- 
day morning, they only had to drive down the 
street to EB’s Restaurant. 

“We saw an article about it in the Agawam 
Advertiser News, so we decided to stop by,” 
said Pauline Sawyer. 

The show was “rain or shine,” and there 
was plenty of rain but very little sunshine that 
morning. 

That didn’t deter the Sawyers, especially 
when they spied a 1971 Mercury Cougar 
parked among the more than half dozen cars 
at the July 27 show. The sky blue convertible 
reminded Sawyer of her own “classic” car —a 
red and white 1969 Mercury Cougar XR-7. 

“When I saw it in the dealer showroom in 
Chicopee — candy apple red with a white top — 
I fell in love with it. I still own it. The car only 
has 59,000 miles. Unfortunately, the body is 
completely rusted,’ said Sawyer as she com- 
pared her Cougar to the ’71 convertible. 

She’s kept the car for sentimental reasons. 
“It was my first new car,’ Sawyer said. “As 
much as I would like to restore it, we’re just 
too old to do that. I hope someone will buy it 
and restore it.” 

The Sawyers were among a handful of 
spectators who braved occasional downpours 
to attend the show. The Agawam-based, non- 
profit CACC holds the show each year to raise 
money for a local cause. 

This year’s show had the potential of raising 
some much needed money to help the Com- 
munity Grange of Feeding Hills build a handi- 
cap-accessible ramp at its hall on Northwest 
Street. Weather put a damper on the turnout, 
so only a few hundred dollars was raised. 

Still, Pauline Sosnowich, secretary of the 
Grange, who was at the show, was thrilled 
with CACC’s efforts. “Usually we have to 
earn all the funds ourselves. To have someone 
else help us is amazing,” she said. 

CACC President Tory De Prille, of West- 
field, called the rain “unfortunate.” He said 
with better weather, “we probably would have 
had a fantastic turnout to help the Grange.” 

The Grange’s roots are in agriculture, but 
the nonprofit organization now focuses more 
on community service projects. Sosnowich 
added that the Grange hall — formerly a one- 
room schoolhouse built in the 1800s — needs 
numerous repairs, including a new oil tank, 
furnace and roof. 

“Most of our members are women, so we 
can’t do much of the work to fix the building,” 
said Sosnowich. Grange fundraisers include 
an annual strawberry supper, tag sales and ba- 
zaars. She said a fundraising shredding event 
may be held later this month. 

Agawam resident Carol Hager, a CACC 
member for 15 years, convinced the car club 
to help out the Grange after she heard about 
the Grange’s needs. 

“T thought our annual car show would be a 
great way to help raise money for the handi- 
cap ramp,” added Hager. “With all the public 
events at the Grange, they need a ramp. We 
didn’t raise much money this year, but every 
little bit helps.”

East Longmeadow resident Don 
Keinath showed off his Canadian- 
built 1950 Ford sedan - known as 
a Meteor - at the recent charity car 
show sponsored by the Agawam- 
based Crankers Antique Car Club.

CACC Vice President Don Keinath, of East 
Longmeadow, said collectors with expensive, 
restored cars won’t take them out in the rain. 
“We planned this event and set the date six 
months ago, so even with the lousy weather 
the show had to go on,” he said. 

A club member for two decades and a past 
president, Keinath didn’t hesitate to take his 
car out in the rain. “It sat outside in Canada for 
50 years, so rain isn’t a problem,” he said. 

His car is a red 1950 Ford Meteor sedan 
— a Canadian-built Ford — purchased in 2000 
from a Vermont resident living on the Cana- 
dian border. 

“T’ve liked these ‘shoebox’ design Fords 
ever since I was a kid,” he recalled. Keinath 
searched for more than 40 years until finding 
a Ford built between 1949 and 1951. 

“Tt’s basically an American Ford with a 
Mercury grille,’ he added. “It looked good, 
but needed a new drivetrain. I swapped one 
from a donor car — a junked 1951 Ford — and 
have been driving it trouble-free ever since.” 

Like other CACC members — and most car 
collectors — Keinath believes it’s important to 
preserve vintage vehicles like his Ford. Preser- 
vation was one of Richard “Dick” Chapman’s 
goals when the Agawam resident founded the 
club in 1958. 

Chapman, 86, is still active in the club. 
“Hot rod clubs were popular in the 1950s, but 
I didn’t want another hot rod club,” he recalled 
at the recent CACC show.” I wanted to start a 
family-oriented club to preserve old cars that 
could also help local causes in our commu- 
nity.” 

Chapman said he’s “very proud” of the peo- 
ple who are carrying on his mission. “They 
work very hard to keep the club going — and 
I’m glad to see that,” he said.

AGAWAM - Despite a phenomenal regular season where 
they went 8-2-1, the Agawam A Girls Summer Soccer team 
were left a bit shorthanded in the quarterfinals of the Pioneer 
Valley Summer Soccer League playoffs and were defeated 
by West Springfield 3-0 last Tuesday evening at Agawam 
Middle School.

AGAWAM - The Agawam City Council 
decided to take a different approach to get- 
ting answers to questions about the Agawam 
Municipal Golf Course operational budget 
shortfall. 

On Monday night, the council voted 8- 
0 to table a resolution setting up an ad hoc 
sub-committee to investigate the course, and 
instead will hold a workshop to have their 
concerns addressed. 

Several city councilors voiced their sup- 
port for the golf course and wanting to see 
the business succeed. A few councilors 
echoed the opinions of speakers in the public 
comment portion of the meeting, saying the 
golf course received undue negative publici- 
ty when news of the sub-committee proposal 
was made public. 

“Are there budgetary problems? Yes,” 
said Councilor Robert Rossi, “but I believe 
the golf course is being treated unfairly. We 
have some budget spending questions, yes, 
but the golf course is in great shape. The new 
carts have been an asset. The Agawam Mu- 
nicipal Golf Course is a fine course. I think 
our questions can be answered in a different 
way.” 

Councilor James Cichetti agreed, saying 
he believes the course is being well-run, 
with the difficulties in revenue a result of the 
economy and weather during the past few 
years. 

General Manager Tony Roberto told the 
council during public comment that revenue 
in July was 40 percent better than last sum- 
mer. Mayor Richard Cohen, who also called 
the investigative sub-committee unnecessary, 
reported June 2014 revenues were $30,000 
more than June 2013. 

Councilor Dennis Perry, a co-sponsor of 
the sub-committee proposal, says the intent 
of the investigation is to look into the enter- 
prise fund, and is no way an attack on the 
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Councilors seek workshop 
with golf course officials 


people who run the course. 

“We want to see the golf course succeed,” 
said Perry. “The idea of an enterprise fund 
is for it to fund itself. The golf course is not 
currently self-supporting. This is an infor- 
mation-finding committee.” 

Daniel Michael spoke during public com- 
ment. He told councilors the new golf carts 
purchased earlier this year and paving of the 
driveway have been a huge help, and praised 
the staff of the course. 

“The staff is there working seven days a 
week,” said Michael. “People are working 
tirelessly. There is no need for this sub-com- 
mittee.” 

Council President Christopher Johnson, 
another co-sponsor of the proposal, says 
while the council supports the golf course, it 
doesn’t get answers when it seeks informa- 
tion on the lack of revenue. 

Perry says the town has had to use general 
fund money to support the golf course for 
the past few years, funding the council, as 
the legislative body, must approve. 

“If we did not give the course the money 
for the carts and the money for the budget, 
where would it be?” Perry asked. “It is our 
fiscal responsibility to ask questions. The 
golf course is supposed to be self-support- 
ing. It’s not. And I voted in favor of the golf 
carts.” 

Cichetti recommended setting up a work- 
shop with the entire city council and include 
the Golf Commission and golf course man- 
agement. Councilors will be asking ques- 
tions in advance of the workshop so course 
commissioners and management can be 
prepared with the information the council is 
seeking. 

The idea led to a motion to table form- 
ing a sub-committee. If the council is able 
to gain the information they need through a 
workshop, the sub-committee proposal will 
be withdrawn. 

No date was announced for the work- 
shop. 


Dintzner graduates from 
N.H. firefighting camp 


Tabitha Dintzner, ofFeeding Hills, at- 
tended and completed “Camp Fully In- 
volved,” a firefighting experience camp 
at the New Hampshire Fire Academy in 
Concord, N.H. Dintzner and 14 other 
women ages 14-20 graduated from the 
program at ceremonies held Friday, Aug. 
1. 

The CFI goal is to provide cadets with 
a comprehensive, intensive overview of 
the firefighting profession. It is a very 
physical, hands-on program that includes 
intense exercises allowing attendees to 
do things that they may never have done 
before nor do again. The young women 
gain a confidence and inner strength that 
comes through accomplishment and suc- 
cess, qualities that will serve them no 
matter what career path they choose. 

Camp Fully Involved is the result of 
the efforts of Lt. Jess Wyman, of Nashua 
Fire and Rescue, who wanted to devel- 


op an experience where young women 
could “try” firefighting as a potential fu- 
ture job. Wyman explained that the resi- 
dent camp provides the young women 
who attend a “safe, dynamic, interactive 
and physically challenging environment 
to gain strength, develop knowledge of 
firefighting and build confidence and 
leadership skills.” 

The women are housed in a college- 
style dormitory that is part of the NH Fire 
Academy. Their activities over the week 
included familiarity with self-contained 
breathing apparatus (SCBA), Mayday 
(life-saving) drills, moving hose lines, 
vehicle extrication, house fires, rappel- 
ling, wildfire fighting, dumpster fires, 
multi-story building fires, engine com- 
pany attack, ladder company ventilation 
and search. It is all “brought together” in 
an intense team operation held at the NH 
Fire Academy Training site.
